A Negro Shot at Fifth and Brown Sireets—A
Womunn in the Trouble,

Last night there was a dancing party at the hall
on Prown strect, below Foarth, o which a number
of colored people participated. Among those who
took an active part in the affalr were Willlam Pentz,
uling Nixon, 4 resident of Cariton street, and Wil-
lam Kearney, o musician, living at No. 788 Soukn
Sixth street. Towards the end of the festivities
Pentz and Maria Draper, the wife of the janitor of
Natioual Guards Hall, had some angry words, and
In congeqnence of this dimenlty Kearney took upon
himsell the duty of escorting Mgs. Draper to her
nome. Just alter leaviog the nall words again en-
saed between Mrs. Draper and Pentzs, and on reach-
ing the northwest corner of Fifth and Brown streets
the latter struck the former on the nose. hoaroey
then dropped his musts boxX and asked Pentz why
he did that, At that moment, amd before another
blow was strock, a revolver was discharged, tpe
ball entering Kearney's forehead, and Killing him
amost instantly,

The crowd then separated, ronning o diferent
directions. Word was coaveyed to the Seveatn
District Station, when Sergeant James Gulehrist,
with Policeman Herra, procesded to the spot, and
there obtaiped information on which they pro-
ceeded 10 8 house on Pear] street, near Thirteenth,
where they searched from the cellar to the apper
story. Then going to the roof they found a colored
man, npamed Marshall Doston, secreted behind a
chiimney. * On the way to the station Dennis Walton
was also taken in charge. Sergeant Gillehrist then
went o the residence of Pentz, where he was fonnd
in bed, He requested to Know what was the canse
of his arrest, aud being informed of L, denied that
he hnd apything to do with it,. He stated that from
